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PREFACE. 

Must  people  are  interested,  more  or  less,  in  ^eneajotiy.  I  assume 
that  all  people  endowed  with  common  intelligence  desire  to  know 
something  about  their  ancestors,  where  they  were  Ijorn,  wjicre  tliey 
lived,  what  tliey  did,  ivhat  manner  of  men  they  were,  and  wIumi  and 
where  they  died. 

I  assume,  toe,  that  i^enerations  yet  unhorn  may  desire  to  know 
as  much  of  this  genrratinn  as  we  <\u  of  those  of  <iui  ancestors.  And 
to  gratify  that  desire  is  the  purpose  of  tliis  brief  oenealoi^ry,  which 
has  been  compiled  by  one  wiio  was  nrped  and  reluctantly  consented 
to  undertake  its  comj^ilation. 

This  work  does  not  embrace  all  the  branches  of  tlie  Estes  family. 
It  comprises  only  that  branch  which — sprini:::ing  from  IJichard  Pastes, 
the  (Quaker  immigrant — scttleil  in  what  is  now  Durham,  AndroscoL"^- 
gin  Connty,  Maine.  It  is  therefore  intended  to  be  more  i>f  a  family 
than  a  genera!  liistory  ;  and  for  that  reason  the  work  will  not  be  foi- 
general  circulation.  My  object  will  have  been  attained  when  I  sh.all 
have  placed  copies  in  some  of  the  Public  and  .state  libraries  of  the 
country. 

That  there  are  no  errors  in  the  work  I  dare  not  hope.  That 
others  who  should  have  been  interested  in  assisting  me  failed  tr. 
respond  to  my  inquiries  is  to  be  lamented.  Only  those  wlio  liave 
undertaken  so  thankless  a  task  can  fully  appreciate  the  difficulty  in 
compiling  an  absolutely  correct  genealogy,  covering  sticceeding  gen- 
erations and  embracing  all  names  entitled  to  appear  in  it  ;  but  with 
such  data  as  I  could  obtain — and  with  a  dutiful  and  filial  reverence 
for  the  memory  of  my  ancestors,  and  for  all  bearing  the  name  of 
Estes— I  have  written  in  grateful  remembrance,  ajid  to  them  all  I 
dedicate  those  pages.

The  precise  place  of  th.eir 
interment  is  not  known  ti>  any  living  person,  but  it  is  understooil  by 
the- present  generatiim  that  their  remains,  nnmarked  by  any  stone, 
lie  in  an  abandoned  cemetery  in  the  rear  of  the  Friends'  mectin-j 
house  in  Durham,  Me.  They  had  three  son.s  and  six  danghter.s. 
jirobably  born  in  Hanover,  Mass..  moved  from  there  to  ."'^cituate. 
Mass.,  thence  to  Ilarpswell,  District  of  Maine,  where  was  a  settle- 
ment of  Fiiends,  and  afterwards,  about  IT'iH,  to  the  plantation  of 
Royalsboro'.  They  were  undoubtedly  thf  tiist  of  that  name  to  settle 
in  what  is  now  Durham.  Me.  The  dauu'liters  married  and  settK-d. 
all  but  one,  m  Durhaiu,  Mc.  and  vicinity.  From  his  sons.  Edwurd. 
Jr.,  and  T'aleb,  sprang  all  the  subserpient  generations  of  the  nanu^  of 
Estes  living  in  Durliam.  Me.,  and  vicinity  There  are  many  otht^rs 
of  the  same  name  now  livim:  in   Maine  and  in  otlier  states  ;  but  thev 
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holnno-  c(i  Dtlii-r  brandies  i»f  tlir  farnily-ti'co,  inoro  or  loss  rciiinti-.  and 
are  nor  toll.i\i.  o<l  in  this  i^'ei, vainly.
